The taking of Thiepval and 
the 


Zollern redoubt, which lies between 
it and Conrcellette, was a wonderful 
business. Thiepral was held "by the 
One Hundred and Eighteenth Ger- 
man regiment. 


The men asked permission to re- 


main in Thiepval, giving their word 
that it would never be taken from 
them, and the German army com- 
mander consented.

struction has been very great. 


A good deal of the foreign trade 


formerly done by Europe has now 
passed temporarily into our posses- 
sion. 
No one supposes that all of 


this will be retained, but there is 
every reason to suppose that much 
of it will "be. 
We can meet Euro- 


pean. competition in most lines, and 
we are now interested as we never 
were before in 
acquiring 
foreign 


trade. It is not likely that all our 
new commerce can be taken from 
us.Our capital is greater, our plants 
greater, our experence greater, and 
our association 
with the 
world's 


trade far more intimate than it was 
two years ago, and we have small 
faith in ourselves if we do not feel 
confidence in our ability to meet the 
more congenial conditions of peace 
even more promptly than we found 
ourselves able to meet the conditions 
of the world war. We astonished 
ourselves at the facility with which 
we turned our industrial 
resources 


to meet the special needs created by 
the war. No one at the beginning 
of 1914 would have supposed this 
possible. 


Perhaps in the middle of a Presi- 


dential campaign forebodings should 
not be taken too seriously. 
It 
is 


impossible for Republicans whether 
politicians or men of business, 
to 


look forward hopefully unless their 
party shall be restored to the control 
of the government. But for all per- 
sons not too personally concerned in 
politics, it is enough to recall how 
quickly the country recovered from 
the paralysis caused by the 
early 


weeks of the war. That ought to in- 
spire confidence in

endurance and enterprise
